You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
town on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, at nine of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


First. To bring in your votes for the election of Delegates- 
at-large, Alternate Delegates-at-large, District Delegates and 
Alternate District Delegates to the National Conventions 
of the Democratic and Republican parties to be held for the 
purpose of nominating party candidates for President and 
Vice President of the United States. 


Second. To choose all necessary Town Officers, Agents, 
Auditors and Committees for the ensuing year. 


Third. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors and Com- 
mittees heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Fourth. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing 
year and for any other purposes as mentioned in the budget. 


Fifth. To see if the town will vote to apply for State Aid 
for highways for the ensuing year. 


Sixth. To see-if the town will vote to purchase a new fire 
truck as recommended by the Fire Department, raise and 
appropriate money for the same, or pass any vote relating 
thereto.

REPORT OF ROAD AGENT 


Seraped all roads in town and dragged several times during 
the season. In the west part of town, graveled the hill at 
Miss Houghton’s, putting one culvert midway of hill, blast- 
ing rocks, cutting brush and filling washouts with stone and 
gravel. Cut the brush along Charcoal road, and the large 
trees that were dead and dangerous, burning the brush. 
Blasted rocks at the upper end, next to Marlboro line on the 
Troy or Mountain road, widened the road and graveled the 
worst places, put second hand culverts in places, cut the two 
large trees that were dangerous, opposite the golf course, 
and trimmed brush in places and burned it. Graveled in 
places along lake side, cleaning out all culverts. Repaired 
the Mountain Brook bridge with some new planks. 


On the old Harrisville road, graveled in places and re- 
paired the cross road washout. One new culvert at the 
ledges. ~Graveled in places on road leading past the Froth- 
ingham houses and put a new culvert just below the Rice 
house. Resurfaced the Jaffrey road from the cement road, 
past residence of Franklin MacVeagh, the road built last 
year, using 552 yards of gravel for same. On the same 
Jaffrey road, starting from last year’s, ending the $3000 ap- 
propriation. Continued work on this road to the cross road 
leading to the so-called Upton place, now owned by Mrs. 
Gordon, making a cut at the stone water tub, moving the 
road over about ten feet, filling same with rock base and 
gravel. Blasted the stones at top of hill, widening the road 
to 21 feet, blasting off the ledges beyond the hill and filling 
the east side of road to straighten the curves. 


Used 128 lineal feet of 12 inch culverts and 144 feet of 10 
inch. 


The culverts are all in as far as the Dwight Learned road, 
and the road gravel ends at this point. Used 1211 yards 
gravel and about 500 yards dirt and rock fill from starting 
of road to ending. Blasted rocks on road leading to Thorn- 
dike pond, blasting out the pine tree stumps in ditches for 
water ways, graveled in places and cut brush along sides. 
Blasted out the stones in road bed on cross road leading past 
the Page place and cut the brush along the meadows, grav- 
eled in places, put one new culvert below the Samuel Wil- 
liams place and new stringers and plank at the brook on road 
leading to the so-called Frank Moore place, one new culvert 
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at junction of road to Elmer Polland’s, graveled along flat 
and in places leading to Korpi’s corner, blasting ledge at 
curve in road, filled the washout at foot of hill this side of 
Camp Iroquois, cutting brush along side of roads. Filled 
up the raceway stream used at one time for F. A. Knight’s 
mill, which is no longer in use, one half the expense being 
paid by the Public Service Co. 


Replaced a few new planks on iron bridge next to it. Cut 
the brush on Gold Mine road and graveled where mud holes 
were. Graveled the flat beyond Mr. Latti’s and places on 
road leading past Miss Doe’s place, cut the brush back lead- 
ing to Jaffrey line past Charles Pickford’s place. Cut the 
trees and brush back to walls and burned the brush from 
Bond’s Corner as far as the rise of hill. Put two new cul- 
verts on flat by Mr. Adams’ fields, graveled along flat and 
beyond, where mud holes were, cut the brush along road sides 
to Eastview line and across the Meadow and Monument 
roads. Repaired the washout on Monument road near the 
meadow and graveled along roads where needed. - Put ce- 
ment culvert line opposite M. Worcester’s house and graveled 
the hill, building cement header to prevent washing of hill. 
Replaced the two bridges on Blackberry Lane, new stringers 
and plank, and graveled in places. 


State aid construction from Bond’s Corner 4000 feet end- 
ing of road opposite Edward Rajaniemi’s house, under the 
supervision of Mr. A. E. White, Division Engineer, and the 
selectmen, filling meadow along Mr. Adams’ and foot of 
Rajaniemi hill, cutting hills and curves, using fill for same. 
Used about 2800 yards gravel. Widened and straightened 
the bridge headers at Mr. Adams’ meadow brook, blasting a 
straight-a-way in the course of brook. With the unemploy- 
ment money from state continued the road to about 100 feet 
beyond No. 3 school house, widening the road to 21 feet, cut- 
ting trees and brush along sides of road and burning the 
brush, cutting the first curve and blasting the ledge about 
3 or 4 feet, also the same at No. 3 school, and resurfaced the 
road with 823 yards of gravel, dragging the road several 
times. On the Town Road maintenance used about 1400 
yards of gravel and 360 yards rock and dirt fill during the 
year. 


There is a new headlight system *installed on the Best 
tractor, also on Cletrac with cab attached. Painted Best 
and Cletrac tractors and the snow plows two coats paint. 
Sheathed up the open end of Tool House where the steam 
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roller is stored, making an entrance door and painting same. 
Put iron pipe railing on sidewalk, over the culvert just above 
George A. Clukay’s house. Put up all snow fences as usual 
about the town.

REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMITTEE 


An undertaking of no inconsiderable magnitude was placed 
on the shoulders of those appointed to take charge of the 
cemetery at the last March meeting, but the members of the 
committee feel that a creditable beginning, at least, has been 
made towards improving its appearance. 

Work was started in May, and a sincere spirit of interest 
and co-operation was evinced by all engaged. The cemetery 
bespoke a woeful neglect. The accumulation of years of 
debris had to be raked up and disposed of, and this in itself 
was the labor of weeks. The grounds were in a sorry state 
at the best, and some portions of the cemetery, especially 
the old east part, gave evidence of having received no atten- 
tion whatever for a long period of time. 

Approximately thirty dead and dying trees were taken 
down, while those remaining were carefully pruned. 

The work done in the cemetery last year stimulated an 
increased interest in the improvement of individual lots. 
Several owners have already improved their cemetery lots, 
while a number of others are intending to have the committee 
undertake such work for them this coming summer. The 
committee will be glad to attend to the work on any lot in the 
cemetery at nominal rates. 

Having made a creditable beginning, the committee hopes 
to continue with its work this year and to turn in an even 
more favorable report of accomplishment at this time in 19338. 
All grave stones should be straightened, cleaned and repaired 
at once, and the blueberries which have made such headway 
in some sections of the cemetery should be grubbed up or 
otherwise eradicated. Portions of the cemetery should be 
plowed up and re-seeded. There is need of much new sod 
and filling and grading on many lots, particularly the older 
ones. ‘The masonry of the historic old tomb shows signs of 
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decay, and its repair should not be neglected. Where one 
enters the cemetery by way of the new approach the ground 
is low and should be filled in and graveled without delay. 

The committee has in mind a plan of beautification which 
will add much to the attractiveness of the grounds. Azaleas, 
laurel and other shrubbery could be planted along the out- 
side wall. A turn table has already been staked out near the 
entrance, and here an attractive garden will be created. 
Eventually every lot should be put in such a condition that 
it can be readily mowed with a lawn mower. 

The committee believes that a considerable amount of the 
work outlined should be undertaken this year and that an 
appropriation of $1,000 at the annual meeting will put the 
project well on its way. Now when the purchasing power 
of the dollar is at a maximum seems the opportune moment 
to advance such work. 

If continued in office for the coming year the present com- 
mittee promises the same judicious expenditure of its appro- 
priation as in 1931. ,

REPORT OF THE JANITOR OF THE TOWN HOUSE 


Upon taking over the Town House janitor duties in May, 
1931, I found the entire building to be in a disgracefully un- 
kempt and filthy condition. Apparently nothing in the way 
of cleaning had been attempted for years, and the added ap- 
-propriation voted by the town at its last annual meeting was 
wisely and opportunely provided. 

The interior and basement of the hall was cluttered with 
all sorts: of junk and inflammable rubbish carelessly tossed 
into barrels and boxes, or sometimes merely dumped into 
convenient corners, making the whole building a veritable 
fire trap. One might have mistaken the land behind the 
town hall, where odds and ends of debris had laid about for 
years, for the public dump. 

I disposed of all rubbish and junk both inside and outside 
the hall, repaired all settees, painted the floor surfaces on the 
lower floor of the building and also the raised seats upstairs, 
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scrubbed and whitened the upstairs floor, cleaned all walls 
both upstairs and down, washed all windows in the building 
both inside and out, washed all light shades, and thoroughly 
cleaned and painted both toilets. 

A new drop and side curtains were provided for the stage 
out of this year’s appropriation, replacing the faded and worn 
out curtains which did duty for so many years. 

The selectmen’s room camein fora much needed cleaning, 
and I venture to say that the result is quite satisfactory. 

I believe that every year in addition to his regular service 
the janitor should spend two or three days washing the town 
hall floors, light shades and windows. If this is conscien- 
tiously attended to each year, it will be well worth the small 
additional expense and prove a saving in the long run. 

All records for proceeds turned in from the hall were broken 
last year when $158 in rentals was paid over to the town 
clerk. 

The amount of $75.62 paid the Public Service Company 
of New Hampshire for electricity as shown in the itemized 
Town House detail covers the bill for all electric current used 
throughout the building. This includes not merely the light- 
ing of the hall, but also the current consumed by the pressure 
pump in the fire room and the heating apparatus now used in 
the tramp room. In my opinion meters should be installed 
in each of these rooms having each department bear its own 
expense for electricity, for under the present system there is 
no determining what is used by each, the Town House ac- 
count bearing the collective burden.

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REPORT OF DUBLIN SCHOOL BOARD 


To the Citizens of the Dublin School District: 

We herewith submit the one hundred and tenth annual 
report of our schools. 

The school year has been marked by several innovations, 
that have already proved of much benefit to the children. 

The most important of all was the vote of the District to 
raise and appropriate a sum of money for an addition to No. 
1 schoolhouse. The work on this addition was begun in the 
early summer and was nearly completed at the beginning of 
school in September. In this new part are two large class 
rooms, an assembly hall, 30x52 feet, and a manual training 
room. 

The next step, which naturally followed, was the centraliza- 
tion of the schools, thus giving the children much better op- 
portunities for physical and mental training. 

With this consolidation, the services of only three regular 
teachers were required. We transferred Miss McLeod, who 
has been doing very satisfactory work for us for three years, 
from No. 3 to No. 1 primary. In grades 4, 5, and 6 cadet 
teachers from Keene Normal School have been employed and 
they have done very creditable work. The work of Mr. 
Lawrence in grades 7 and 8, has been carried on with en- 
thusiasm and efficiency. The services of Miss Eleanor Glea- 
son were secured for one day a week as physical instructor. 

The attention of the District is called to the fact that the 
transportation lines have been extended, so that the bus 
passes the home of every pupil, with the exception of two 
families, at an added expense of about four hundred dollars, 
over previous transportation charges. 

A dental clinie was carried on during the first week of Jan- 
uary by Dr. Crandall, assisted by Miss Harris, the school 
nurse. With the co-operation of the parents and Red Cross, 
a large per cent of the children had their dental work cared 
for, one room receiving a state banner for 100% work done. 

Dr. Clark, with the assistance of Miss Harris, has given 
all children a thorough examination and the school nurse is 
following up any cases that need special care. 

This report would not be complete without a word of com- 
mendation for Mr. Chase, the superintendent of schools, 
who has supervised all activities, guiding and aiding in every 
possible way. 

We wish to express our appreciation for the encouragement 
and co-operation received from parents and friends of the 
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school, and especially thank Mr. Ned Pierce for materials 
and labor furnished for the back boards for basketball.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Dublin School Board: 


Survey of finances and comparative costs has been present- 
ed to the Dublin School Board to cover a period of from ten 
to twelve years. It is conspicuous that the average cost of 
the schools has been maintained at a level dangerously near 
to a point where the $3.50 tax would require by law, a pay- 
ment to the state department of the difference between this 
amount and the cost for elementary schools in Dublin. 

During the past two years, Dublin has been experiencing 
a marked interest in education and the efficient management 
of the school board is securing to the children in the town a 
program of education which, as it reaches its maturity, will 
make Dublin as notable for its progressive care for the edu- 
cation of its children, as it is remarkable for its beauty, its 
roads, its homes, and its estates. 

The addition to the old building is paving the way for the 
plans by which the education of the whole child may be pro- 
gressively carried on. There is no reason why Dublin can- 
not maintain a day school as noteworthy as any in New Eng- 
land without a financial burden being passed to the tax payer. 

In relation to its wealth, Dublin is exceeded by 223 other 
school districts in the state out of the total of 243 in point of 
its expenditure for all school costs. 91.8 per cent of the school 
districts of the state expend in excess of Dublin’s amount in 
ratio to ability to pay. This is not an argument for reckless 
expenditure or wasteful extravagance but a way of offering 
to the children of Dublin an opportunity commensurate with 
the chances of the children in other extremely wealthy towns. 

The financial survey proves beyond question that the board 
has exercised great care in securing for its children a maxi- 
mum experience of education at a minimum cost, and that 
where large expenditures have been made, they have been for 
permanent improvement in which, by day wages, many of 
the individuals of the town have profited. 

The educational survey is bearing out the statements which 
have been given in short form to the school board, that the 
achievement of the children, particularly of those under the 
new. Junior High school plan has greatly improved during 
the last five years. . 

It should be a matter of pride to every citizen of Dublin 
that during the last fiscal year, so great has been the interest 
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of the children and parents in the education provided by the 
school board that thirty children will be in attendance in high 
schools in the state. That for every two children in the 
lower grades there will be one in grades 9-12. 

The spirit of the teaching force has this year been unani- 
mous and co-operative; it has received from the school board 
superior and kindly support. In behalf of the teaching staff 
and the children of Dublin, the superintendent gives hearty 
thanks and sincere appreciation.
